Ryan Works for Peace Here. 

The peace movement on the part of the fron 
workers in Chicago was due, to a great ex- 
tent, to the work of President Frank Ryan of 


the Bridge and Structural Iron Workers’ 


union, who arrived in the city some dé 

to attempt to settle the vite, A phe bien 
the men was called'in the afternoon at 122 La 
Salle street, where Ryan talked to the strikers 
for almost two hours. ; 

At the close of his address the men voted 
that their committee be given full power to 
make terms with the Iron league, which rep- 
resents their employers. President Ryan 
then hurried to the headquarters of the Iron 
league in the Chamber of Commerce building, 
where a meeting was in progress. The meéet- 
ing of representatives of the two organiza- 
tons will be held today and the terms of 
peace will be settled, 


May Leave It to Grosscup.

in case of a deadlock between the commit- 
tees Judge Peter S. Grosscup of the United 
States Circuit court will be called in to act as 
umpire. Thus the peace is made a certainty. 

The men had demanded $5 a day for eight 
hours’ work, contending that their work was 
unusually hazardous and difficult, being 
worthy of better pay than they had been re- 
ceiving. The employers offered them $4.60 
for the first four months beginning May 1 
and $4.80 for the other eight months. 


Derrickmen Get an Advance. 

But the settlement of the structural fron 
men’s strike would have been of little conse- 
quence if the stone derrickmen’s strike con- 
tinued. The iron builders would have been 
unable to work if the derrickmen refused 
to return., For this reason the action of these 
Strikers in deciding to submit their differ- 
ences to arbitration at this time was looked 
upon as more than opportune. ‘ 

The 800 striking derrickmen had demanded 
an increase from 40 cents to 45 cents an hour, 
They will return to work this morning and be 
paid 42% cents an hour pending the settle- 
ment of their demands and signing of the 
new wage scale. 

It is understood the peace arrangements 
concluded yesterday do not affect the strike 
conditions on the sonth side elevated road. 


Ends Big Lake Strike. 
\ The strike of marine workers interfered 
with lake commerce just ten days. All union 
men were ordered last night to return to 
work this morning. According to the terms 
reached in Cleveland, all members of unions 
affiliated with the longshoremen’s organiza- 
tion will report for duty, pending the 
arbitration of a w agreement for the 
present season in regard to wages and hours 
of labor. The settlement will affect freight 
handlers of ail classes, marine firemen and 
ollers, licensed tugmen, and tug firemen. 
The question of the recognition of the newly 
formed pilots’ union, which was the main 
point at issué, was eliminated in reaching a 
basis of settlement, 

No hours of wages were fixed for the dock 
workers, and they will continue to work ten 
or eleven hours a day, as business demands, 
pending the result of a joint conference 
which will be held in Cleveland tomorrow. 

The men will be paid at the rate of wages 
and for the hours agreed upon.by the con- 
ference from the time they. return to work. 
The men employed on vessels will continue to 
work under the terms of last season's con~ 
tracts until a new agreement fs made. The 
lake carriers will probably meet the union 
representatives next week for the purpose of 
making agreements. 


Keefe Forces a Peace. 

President D..\J. Keefe of the Longshore- 
men’s union was dissatisfied with the manner 
in which the lake pilots were condtcting 
their end of the striké. it was for the pur- 
pose of obtaining recognition for the mates 
from the Lake Carriers’ association that the 
struggle was precipitated originally by the 
longshoremmen. 

After an investigation President Keefe is 
said to have discovered that less than 50 per 
cent of the membership of the mates’ union 
had joined in the strike. It became apparent 
that the fight in behalf of these men was 
being conducted In vain, and he accordingiy 
agreed to order the dock hands, ore shovel- 
ers, and grain loaders back to work. 

Local marine men have estimated that 600 
boats on the lakes were tied up by the strike 
and 50,000,000 tons of cargo were delayed by 
the trouble which is now ended.

VICTIM KATHERINE MAHANA 


W. A. Badjer, Driver of Car, Returns | 
to Hospital and Tells of It. 


Miss Katherine Mahanae, 4408 Indiana ave- 
nue, a nurse at the Samaritan hospital, was 
run down by an automobile and perhaps 
fatally injured when she undertook to cross 
Indiana avenue at Twenty-first street last 
night. | : 

The two occupants of the vehicle lifted their 
victim into the tonneau and ran at full speed: 
to St. Luke’s hospital half a dozen blocks 
away. Then they departed after telephoning 
to the police. Two hours later they returned 
to the hospital to inquire after the condition 
of Miss Mahana. Two city detectives were 
waiting for them and took them in custody, 
After midnight they were released. 

The owner and driver of the automobile 
was William A. Badger, 1682 Irving Park 
boulevard, western representative of Printz, 
Biederman & Co., with offices at 288 Frank- 
lin street. His companion was J.C. Johnson, 
his cousin, who lives at the same address. 


Hurted to Curbstone. 

The accident occurred at 9:25 o’clock. Ac- 
cording to bystanders, Miss Mahana was 
alighting from a north bound Indiana ave- 
nue car at the north side of the street cross- 
ing when the big automobile, numbered 3,304, 
ran over her. The woman wae hurled to the 
curbstone, where she was picked up uncon- 
scious. 

The automobile was stopped. Badger and 
Johnson got out and placed the victim in 
the machine. Three bystanders also got” 
into the to@fteau, and they all started to 
the hospital. * 

Arriving there, Miss Mahana, still un- 
conscious, was carried inside. Physicians 
made a hasty examination, and expressed 
the belief her skull was fractured. Sho 
also had sustained an ugly scalp wound. 

The doctors refused to express a decided 
opinion about the young woman’s chances 
of recovery. 


Brother-in-Law Reaches Her, 

Later Dr. J. B. Armstrong, 485 Washington 
boulevard, a brother-in-law of Miss Mahana, 
reached her bedside and remained there 
watching for her returning consciousness. 

The identity of the victim, Who is 28 years 
old, was learned through marks on her cloth- 
ing. The hospital authoritiés corroborated 
their findings by inquiries of physicians at 
the Samaritan hospital. 

The nurse’s watch and 4@ #mall piece of 
jewelry were picked up inthe street by by- 
standers immediately after accident. One 
of the finders, who refused to give His name, 
said he would turn the articles over to the 
police. 

* Miss Mahana/ is one of the best nurses 
on the Samaritan staff,” said Dr. Blake 
Baldwin of the Samaritan hospital. 


Riding In from Crown Point. 

Badger told the police that he and his cousin 
had, ridden in from Crown Point and bad had 
breakdowns at Whiting and at Hammond. 
This he mentioned in urging that he was not 
exceeding the speed limit while driving north 
in Indiana avenue. 

He said Miss Mahana had seemed to lose 
her presence of m when in front of the 
automobile, and that part of her nurse's 
wraps had caught in the bracket of bis car 
lamp, dragging het down.

| Mitchell Aided by Scotland Yards in 
+ Locating Eloping Pair.

Charles R.. Mitchell, e rich clothing manu- 
facturer of London, Mngland, after a two 
months’ search in which he spent §10,000 
and traveled as many miles, finally found 
hig abducted wife in Chicago yesterday. She 
had been. living with T. Schilizgi, a Ger- 
man machine expert, at 86 Bowen avenue, 

English detectives began a search for the 
woman in this “country miore than six weeks 
ago. She was traced to New York and more 
recently to Chicago. It was learned: then 
that she was living in Bowen aventie and 
word was sent to Mitchell, who started for 
Chicago. Mitchell was accompanied by 
Robert MecCreath. a Scotland Yard detec- 
tive, who assisted him in the search, and 
was present when the woman was removed 
forcibly from her temporary home on Bowen. 
avenue. 

Two Months in Chicago. 

Schilizzi and Mrs. Mitchell left London two 
months ago and came to Chicago, Mitchell, 
suspecting his wife had gone away with the 
German, engaged the ald of Scotland Yard 
detectives, and followed the pair as far as 
New York. ‘There all trace of them was 
lost, and it was not until detectives in Chi- 
cago had worked on the case two weeks that 
Mitchell learned of his wife's residence here. 

Mitchell and McCreagh went to the Bowen 
avenue house yesterday afternoon, where they 
found Mrs. Mitchell alone. She at first re- 
fused to go with her husband until she could 
see Schiligzi. On her refusal to accompany 
him Miteliell seized her and carried her to 
the foot of the steps leading into the house. 
She then submitted to his demand that she 
Sherman house, where Mr. Mitchell pre- 
viously had engaged quarters. 


Reports Absence to Police. 

An hour later Schilizzi ran hatiess into the 
Byde Park station wiih the report that his

The detectives wert to the hetel, and, 
through a description of the man who had 
sent the message, which was given them 
by the messenger boy, they were able to 
identify Mitchell. 

At sight of the German Mitchell sprang 
toward him, but was seized by Lieut. Eagan, 
who stood near. Mrs, Mitcheil fainted when 
the two men met and was rivived with diffi- 
ten bu.tchells were taken to the Hyde 
Park station and the denouement followed.

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HE DENIED RESURRECTION. 
| Rochester, N. Y., Clergyman Will Ap- 
peal to Board of Review. 


| Rochester, N. ¥.,.May 9.—[Special.)—The 
ecclesiastical court of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church of the diocese of western New 
York which tried the Rev. Dr. Algernon 8. 
Crapsey of St. Andrew's church, Rochester, 
last month reassembled at Batavia today and 
decided to find the accused minister gulity 
of the charge of heresy. 

On all the specifications it is stated that 
the court stood four to one against. Dr. 
Crapsey. To the fina? decision which will 
be drawn up tomorrow it is said that Dr. 
Dunham declined to accede, and that he will 
file a minority report. It is also asserted 


the findings. 
Bitter Against Dr. Crapsey. 

At the session this afternoon Dr. W. C. 
Roberts, president of the court, was bitter 
in his denunolation of Dr. Crapsey. He de- 
clered that Dr. Crapsey had preached ser- 
mans contained in his book, “ Politics and 
Religion,” and others in which he denied the 
resurrection, with his eyes open, and that he 
had set the whole diocese afire with the con- 
troversy. 

At today’s session that evidence was re- 
viewed by Judge Safford E. North, legal ad- 
viser to the court, and a judgment roll was 
prepared for transmission to Bishop Walker 
of Buffalo, who has authority to change the 
verdict if he sees fit. 


Certain to Appeal Case. 
Dr, Crapsey would meke no statement to- 


appeal to the board of review. 

Dr. Crapsey was tried for heresy and vio- 
lation of his ordination vows in denying the 
physical resurrection of Christ and declaring 
that he was “ born of humble parents,” Dr. 
Crapsey’s only defense was that & minister 
“ had the right to think,” and that he was not 
alone in denying the immaculate conception 
and the physical resurrection. He contended 
that nothing in his book, “ Politics and Re- 
ligion,’’ Violated a liberal interpretation of the 
creed. 

Dr. Crapsey’s life has been regarded, even 
by his accusers, as above reproach, and his 
prosecution has proved his unbounded pop- 
viarity with his people. At his trial he had 
a great array of noted clergymen to testify 
that they held views just as heretical, but 
they were not permitted to testify as * @x- 
pert witnesses,” in interpretation of the 
creed. 

Surprised at the Defense. 

The Rev. John Mills Gilbert of Phelps, N, 
Y., a member of the court, said today before 
the session that he went into the trial hoping 
and believing that Dr. Crapsey had been the 
victim of a mistake or misapprehension 
that his defense would explain away, and 
that every other member of the court was of 
the same mind; but that Dr. Crapsey did not 
see fit to try to explain away the charges tn 
the presentment, but admitted them. “ The 
only point left for us to decide,” said Dr. 
Gilbert, “is whether or not the defense has 
succeeded in proving that these declarations 
are in harmony with the creed of the church.” 

“Speaking a3 an outsider,” Dr. Gilbert 
concluded, “I think it was hardly in good 
taste for Dr. Crapsey to go to Ithaca on are- 
cent Sunday and say what he did, assuming 
that the newspaper accounts of the sermons

“Tieh Liang, president of the board of 
revenue, is*hereby appointed suptrintendent 
of customs affairs. Tong Shao, junior, vice 
president of the foreign board, is appointed 
associate minister .of.customs affairs. Al 
Chinese and foreigners employed in the vari- 
>on customs are placéd.-under their oon- 

welt 

Both these offices are new creations in the 
customs service. ‘Hitherto the Gustoms nom- 
Indlly have been under the direction of the 
foreign board, but’ practically Sir Robert 
Hart has exercised absolute control. . . 

‘There has been considerable agitation, in- 
cidental to the “China for the Chinese ” 
movement against .foreign- management of 
the customs, and some official jealousy be- 
cause foreigners have been holditg, such 
power and so many desirable offices. The 
diplomats here are unwilling to comment on 
the edict until ite intention and full force 
are apparent. If.it- meane a step toward 
active Chinese management of the customs 
ete oo governments are expected to re- 
sist it. 


Missionaries Paid.fcr Loss. 

HONGKONG, May 9.—The viceroy of Can- 
ton has paid to the American consul at Can- 
ton, Julius G. Lay, the sum of $60,000 ae in- 
demnity for the mission buildings, the per- 
sonal property of the misstonafties’ and the 
claims of converts, as a result of the de- 
struction of property during the rioting at 
Lienchow in October last. The money will 
be transferred to the Presbyterian mission 
settlement at Lienchow. 


Customs: Action a Violation? 


LONDON, May 10.—-The customs appoint- 
ments of the Chinese government are regard- 
ed here as a violation of the agreement of 
February, 1898, between Great Britain and 
China... Among other concessions ‘ China 
agreed that the post of inspector of customs 
should be held by a British subject so long 
as British trade with China continues to ex- 
ceed that of any other power. The point, 
however, is doubtful, as it is not clear from 
the edict whether Sir Robert Hart is actu- 
ally to be superseded or not. The edict is 
commented upon as being another significant 
indjcation of China’s determination to throw 
off western tutelage.

submarine mine with anchoring apparatus 
and the drawings belonging to them.

State Banking Department Shuts Co- 
lumbia Savings and Trust Concern, 
Organized in 1904. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 9.—The Columbia Sav- 
ings and Trust company was ordered closed 
today by J. C. Berkey, state commissioner 
of banking. 

The bank was one of the newest in the 
Pitteburg district, having been organized in 
August, 1004.

It is thus that quite freqcently all charitable 
movements are discredited or prejudiced. 

“TI hope I will not be misunderstood when 
I say that better assurance to those willing 
to. give to charity... and, consequently the 
interests of the cause, seem to be involved 
in the establishment somewhere and under 
eome responsible auspices of an agency for 
the sifting and testing of enterprises claiming 
to be charitable—to the cnd that the benevo- 
lent may have reliable guidance in deter- 
mining how and where they can wisely and | 
usefully give.’’

Denies Any Price Agreement. 

W. C. Shurtleff, manager for Morrisson, 
Plummer & Co., which firm is’ a member of’ 
the National Association of Wholesale Drug- 
gists, admitted that the patent medicine nten- 
ufacturera kept a “ list ’ of retail druggists 
‘as distributing agents,” but said there was 
no agreement between the wholesaler and 
the manufacturers as to prices. 

“There is no trust In the drug trade,” said 
he. “So far as our firm is concerned we 
have no agreements with anybody. Our 
association is for the purpose of promoting 
the best interests of the tradg This whole 
case seems to hinge on the contract system. 
It is true that the patent medicine men main- 
tain such a thing, but it is for the purpose 
of protecting themsélyes and their produc: 
against price .cutting. ae 

“ By the serial number system’ the manu- 
facturers are able to carry this out. Each 
bottle of. medicine is numbered serially and 
if found to be sold below the contract price. 
it is traced back to the wholesaler, who, 
then must stop the offending retailer's supply 
or suffer a similar fate at the hands of tas 
manufacturer.” 


National Secretary Denies Charge. 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 9.—Joseph E. Toms, 
secretary of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ association, denies the charges made 
by the government in calling the association 
an illegal combination. He said the manu- 
facturers of proprietary medicines have for 
years fixed both the wholesale and retail 
prices at which their product shall be sold. 
These prices, he added, are fixed by each 
company, independent of any other organiga- 
tion or corporation, 


Proprietary Men Call It Joke. 

New York, May 9.--(Special.]—There was 
a laugh at the meeting of the Proprietary 
Medicine Association of America today when 
somebody brought in an afternoon paper and 
read from it the story of a petition for an 
injunction against the drug trust. Every- 
body in the association, said President 
Cheney afterward, took the petition ag a 
joke. - 

“ How can they enjoin us from doing what 
we are not doing?” he asked. “The whole 
thing is absurd. There is no such thing as 
a drug trust. “The phrase is a misnomer, 
coined from ignorance of the real functions 
of the proprietary association. There never 
has been any sort of a conspiracy to keep 
prices either up or down. I give you my 
word, never, even in our most secret meét- 
een any proposal to 
enter into any such combination, It would 
be impossible, anyway. 

** The allegation that no retail druggist can 
obtain goods from a wholesale druggist or 
from a manufacturer of proprietary medi- 
cines unless he joins the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists is simply untrue.” 


Drug Men Deny Trust Charge. 

Cleveland, O., May 9.—Lucien B? Hall, pres- 
ident, and 8S. EB. Strong, treasurer, of the 
National Wholesale Druggists' association, 
both declared tonight that the sult brought 
by Attorney General Moody to declare the 
association a trust and oust it from the coun- 
try, was unwarranted. They declared that 
the attorney general's charges that the as- 
sociation was a combine organized to fix 
and regulate prices and prevent competition 
were entirely without foundation, as they 
said the association was not an incorporated 
concern and that there wae nothing in the 
association's rules and regulations Which 
even squinted at the fixing of prices.
